Three 
of these places are directly over sa­ 
loons and all vanetiès of drink s were 
dispensed. The only feature that pre­ 
vented a general stampede to these 
places were the high prices charged 
for the drink s. 
Fifty cents a bottle for beer was 
the price with only a few ex ceptions. 
In two places 35 cents a bottle was 
charged and two others ask ed only 25 
cents a quart. Inquiry for smaller 
bottles met with the reply that they 
did not handle pints or half-plnts. 
In the North end there were several 
rooming houses doing a rushing busi­ 
ness. It was In this district that one 
of the places was discovered where 
beer was sold at 25 cents per quart. 
The proprietoi; of this oasis in the 
dry desert of the surrounding neigh­ 
borhood was well repaid for his cut in 
•]>rices to meet competition. Hardly 
had the word been passed about that 
beer at saloon prices was on sale, 
than there was 
rush to this estab­ 
lishment. Two 
negroes 
were k ept 
busy handing out the beer from two 
tubs of cold water on a rear porch. 
This place also sold whisk ey by the 
drink or bottle at saloon prices. 
Along Main street from Ninth to 
Fifth street all the rooming houses 
were open and selling beer, wine and 
whisk ey. Higher prices ruled here, 
beer costing fifty t;ents, while whisk ey 
and the cheaper wines sold at 25 cents 
a drink . Several of the places did not 
attempt fo do any business other than 
dispense liquor, the proprietor being 
too busy mak ing change for the pat­ 
rons of the wet goods department. 
On West Ninth street the same state 
of affairs ex isted. Above almost ev­ 
ery saloon was a rooming house in 
which 
liquor was sold. In one of 
these places a reporter for the Post 
w& franly told that the place was 
run by the same management as the 
saloon and the “rooms for rent” sign 
was simply a “stall.” 
“They 
can afford 
to rent these 
rooms during the week to laboring 
men for 15 cents a night,” said the 
negro who waited upon the Sunday 
trade, “but on Sunday we can’t stand 
for them. We need the room. A po­ 
liceman comes here on Sunday when 
he needs a drink and there’s no ques­ 
tions ask ed.”

That òf Dr. August T. Fleisch­ 
mann Today. 


DIED AT KANSAS CITY HOME. 


Cause Was Fatty Degeneration of the 
Heart—The Funeral Will Be 
Held Sunday. 


(From Thursday’s Daily.) 
Sedalia friends this morning receiv­ 
ed telegrams from Kansr.s City appris­ 
ing them cf the death there, early this 
morning, of Dr 
August T. Flelsch- 
inann, a druggist, who for many year.s 
w as a resident of this city, but no par­ 
ticulars were given. 
The Democrat called up Mr. Edga» * 
T. Cutter, of the Associated Press in 
Kansas City, whc ascertained that Dr. 
Fl.eischmann had died at his home, of 
fatty degeneration of the heart, and 
that the funeral would be held Sun­ 
day, but all of the arrangements have 
not bo# n perfected. 
Sedalia 
friends have 
known for 
somo time that Dr. Fleischmann wai 
a victim of heart d-ouble, but they 
were illy prepared for the shock and 
surprise that was contained in the 
telegrams received here by friends to­ 
day. 
Dr. Fleischmann was born in Jun.% 
1847, in Philadelphia, his father being 
one of the first German Baptist min­ 
isters in that section. Young Fleisch­ 
mann was educated in the east. aiKl 
when the civil war Lroke out he ea- 
Usited in company II, Sixth Pennsyl 
van!a volunteer cavalry. 
He was mar­ 
ried in Philadelphia and learned the 
drug business thc^e. 
In the early SOs Dr. Fleischmann 
caiAe to Sedalla i.nc opened a drug 
store at the « outhoa? corner of Sec­ 
ond and Ohio streets, where the St. 
Louis Clothing comji^ny building now 
« tands. Late» ' he removed to the La- 
tour building. Fourth and Ohio streets, 
where he remained until he sold out to 
the W. E. Bard Drug company thfee 
years ago iast Maixh, and then re­ 
moved to Ka a i&m CUy. 
Dr. Fieischirnnn was a member of 
the Baptist church, a charter member 
of the Sedalla lodge of Elks, a Mason 
and member of the Mystic Shrine, a 
Knight of Pythias and served several 
terms as a member and secretary of 
the State 
Board 
of Miarmacy. He 
Mso belonged to George R. Smith Post 
No. 53, G. A. R., of this city. 
Sedalia never had a better citizen 
than Dr. Fleischmann. t e was an edu­ 
cated, polished gentleman, a devoted 
husband and father, and to the widow 
and daughter who survive him the 
sympathy of a legion of friends in Se­ 
dalia and vicinity will be extended in 
their bereavement.

A DUEL IN STREET. 


One Man Killed and Another 
Fatally Wounded. 


QUARRELED OVER A NEGRESS 


No Less Than Eight Shots Were Fired 
at Main and Lamine Streets 
This Afternoon. 


(From Thursday’s Daily.) 
Will Parks, colored, aged about 30 
years, 
eniployed as a cook 
at the 
Huckliis hotel, was almost instantly 
killed, and Macie Bird, a mulatto, em­ 
ployed as second cook at the Delmar 
hotel, sustained perhaps fatal injury 
in a pistol duel resulting over both 
men paying atter4ion to the same wo­ 
man, Hattie Kinney, at the corner ot 
Main and Lamine streets, at 1:30 p. m^ 
today. 
Parks and Bird were both single 
men and for several weeks have been 
at “outs” on account of both courting 
the Kinney woman. For some time, it 
is said. Bird has threatened to kill 
Parks unless he ceased his attentions 
to the dusky damseL 
Shortly after 1 o’clock the two men 
met near the Delmar hotel, and eye­ 
witnesses to the shooting say Bird 
drew a No. 38 calibre revolver from 
his pocket. 
Instantly Parks pulled a gun of sim­ 
ilar size, and, it Is said, Bird fired the 
first shot. 
Parks likewise pulled the trigger of 
his gun and then ran to the office of 
the Cohen Junk cc*mpany, at the north­ 
east corner 
of Main and 
Lamine 
streets. 
Bird ipllowed, and the two engaged 
in a scuffle in the office, each firing 
his revolver whenever he could. 
About eight shots were fired, in the 
meantime the men running from the 
building. Parks received several shots 
in the head, dying almost instantly, 
while Bird received a perhaps fatal 
wound in the left side of his abdomen 
and a flesh wound in his left hand. 
The injured man was taken to Dr. 
J. M. H arris’ office, where his wounds 
were dressed, while Parks was remov­ 
ed to McLaughlin’s undertaking estab­ 
lishment. 
Dr. Guy Titsworth viewed the re­ 
mains and will hold an inquest to­ 
morrow.

A SECRET MARRIAGE SEQUEL 


An Indiana Prisoner Declares That the 
School Teacher’s Huiband 
Hired Him to Kill. 


Goshen, Ind., Dec. 20.—George W. 
Harris, a prisoner in the county Jaii, 
confesses he is the man who murder­ 
ed Miss Sarah Schaefer, the pretty 
school teacher who was beaten to 
death in a dark alley in Bedford, In« i., 
January 21, 1904. 
He was arrested Sunday in Elkhart, 
Ind., nineteen mjles from here^ which 
Is the home of Miss Schaefer’s rela­ 
tives. He shot Police Sergeant White­ 
man when the officer attempted to ar­ 
rest him for passing a forged check. . 
In the confession, which he signed, 
Harris im ^lcates another man, who, 
he says, gave him five $100 bills to 
kin Miss Schaefer, saying that he had 
married the teacher secretly at St. 
Joseph, Mich., and wanted to be rid 
of her before the marriage came to 
light. 
In the written statem ent and In an­ 
swer to severe questioning attending 
it, Harris revealed intimate knowledge 
of the scene of the crime and the cir­ 
cumstances as adduced 
p y those who 
Investigated it. Here iS the gist of 
the confession; 
“I got Into Bedford from Louisville 
on January 19. I met —

Added to this is 
the fact that he is l>0 years of agt 
Those who know ‘'Dutch Charles ‘ 
best, predict that he will again be 
answering roll call in the state s pris­ 
on before gentle spring arrives o n cM 
more. 
Meier is a confidence man and Has 
a wevhness for Jewelry belonging ro 
other people. 
He has been coming 
to the penitentiary off and on for tlio 
last fifty years and no one lu the 
great institution Is more conversant 
with Its history. Generally he has 
eomo to the prison from some one of 
the Gorman canntles of upper South­ 
east Missourf, and In nearly every in­ 
stance 
he has 
pleaded 
guilty to 
charges of swindling in connection 
with bogus land deals. His favorite 
method of operation is to seek some 
quiet, remote German community, and 
pass himself o!T as a wealthy land 
seeker. Usually this is good for sev­ 
eral weeks free entertainment, with 
an opportunity of locating watcbos, 
jeweliy, etc., and usually winds up 
with a sight draft signed by the im- 
suspecting v’ictim. ti\ itb the proceeds 
of the sight draft Charley gets on 
protracted spree at the nearest town 
and when arrested invariably pleads 
guilty. He has ben in the prison 
so often 
that when 
three months 
passes without his coming back the 
officers begin to speculate cn his 
whereabouts. 
During I be time of Captain W. H. 
Bradbury, . for many 
years deputy 
warden of the penitentiary and In 
charge of the discipline of the insti­ 
tution. Charley got back after an ab­ 
sence 
of fifteen 
months. 
“ Where 
have you been, Charley,” asked ihe 
captain as he shooks hands with the 
old man in the. dressing room. “ You 
have noi been treating us right.” 
“ You win have to excuse me tlii.i 
time, captain,” replied Charley In an 
apologetic w'ay. “ You see they had 
me in a dinkey little Jail over in Illi­ 
nois for a year 
I am mighty glad to 
get hack home.n can tell you.” 
Another time Charley arrived. As 
usual Captain Bradbury Joked iiiiii as 
he w’as dressed lii. “ What did v ou 
do this ^ time. Charley? ” 
he asked. 
“ Oh, I bought a fine farm down in 
Ste. Geneviere 
couniy, 
captain. I 
speculated in real estate, hut dldn t 
have sense eno^igh to stay sober and 
get away from that part of the coun­ 
try before the sight draft got hack. 
Meier says he was born ill Ger­ 
many and ^o far as he knows has mi 
relatives alive. He says that he can­ 
not begin to enumerate the Jail sen­ 
tences he has served, aside from the 
twelve terms that he has served in 
the penitentiary. 
He has a fertile 
imagination and a most plausible ton­ 
gue. 
During the days of the Crittenden 
administration, when Phil E. Chap­ 
pell, of'Kansas City, was state trea.s- 
urer Clmrley gave out a “ pipe dream” 
about a plot to blow* open the state 
treasury, so smoothly told that all 
the state officials were dece;ved bv 
it. 
So firmly were they coiivinied of 
the 1 ;ut'i of the story that a g-iard 
was m.iintaiiied in the treasurers oi- 
fice and about the state house for sev- 
era! '’ays and nights to prevent the 
plot from being carried into execu- * 
tion. 
It 
was a hoax of the first 
water. 
Some years later Charley got the 
ear o* a prominent detective, then 
at the head of the secret service de- 
Jiarvtnent of the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
way, and filled him so full of a stoiy 
of burled treasure on an island in the 
Mississippi river, near Quincy, 111., 
that 
the 
detective 
spent 
several 
weeks and several hundred dollars 
digging on the Island in search of it. 
Like the robbery the thing was z 
hoax. 
At another time Charley got hold of 
a green prison guard Just from the 
rural districts and confided to him 
that he knew where a vast amount or 
gold and silver was buried in the 
mountains of Arkansas. The green 
guard took the bait and pulled the 
cork clear under. Armed with leave 
of absence for a month, a map of a 
remote locality in the Boston moun­ 
tains and money enough to pay ex­ 
penses he set out in search of the 
aiic» t. All he got was the trip and 
the experience, for like others it ex­ 
isted only in the fertile brain of 
“ Dutch Charlie.” 
While serving a terra about twenty- 
five years ago, Charley by dieting on 
soap contrived to “ fake” up Quite a 


case of “ consumption.” 
He looked 
the part and sent for a well know*n 
lawyer of the capital city to make his 
will for him. The only property he 
claimed to have was $800 in casii 
which he said was in the hands of a 
well known 
Catholic 
priest of St. 
Umis, and exhibited a receipt for the 
m on ey given Hint by the priesi. 
I h - 
lawyer expressed great sympathy for 
Charley in hi.s stricken and broken 
co n d itio n . 
Charley proposed to the 
lawyer that he would bequeath him 
the $8<H) if the lawyer would advance 
him some money to buy things neces­ 
sary to V man in tlte last stages 
of 
co n su m p tio n . 
T haven’t a relative on 
earth,” said Charley, “ and yon are the 
only human being that has shown 
a.ny sympathy lor me. Ill Just ha\e 
vou draw* my will and make you the 
sole heir to thit |800.” 
By the time the law’ver had ad 
vanced. $200, Charley’s sentence ex­ 
pired and he faded awmy from siglic 
for a few months, oiriy to reappear 
shortly with a new sentence and mar. 
velousiy improved health. 
It is un­ 
necessary to say that the $800 w*as x 
myth. The la^Tt^r was game, how­ 
ever, and laughed about the clever 
manner in which he had been done 
out of $200. 
He has been in the prison on the 
sentence 
he is serving 
at present 
since the spring of 1904. 
About the 
time he came in there was much po­ 
litical excitemeni over the candidacy 
of Folk for the gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion. Charley declares that he is a 
democrat. 
Some of the prison in­ 
spectors under the Dockery adminis­ 
tration happened to be at the prison 
the day the old man returned and 
were introduced to him. 
He surpris­ 
ed 
them 
in cc-nversation 
by 
tne 
shrewdness of his observations on 
matters 
political, 
and 
otherwise 
\Yhen asked who he favored for the 
nomination for governor, he replied: 
“ Oh, I am for Joe Folk, for I am 
against boodling every time.”

He has no

kind and he shivers in anticipation

He tells with great glee of how on 
one occaeion he v’orked a circuit judge 
in one of the Southeast Missouri coun­ 
ties and received a sentence of two 
years, when he admits he shouUl have 
had ten or tw'elve.

Although Fulton is best known as 
the inventor of the first successful 
steamboat, it was as an advocate ot 
inland navigation that he 
first

tracted public notice. 
While in Eng­ 
land, where he went in 1786, at the 
age of tw’enty-one, he made the ac­ 
quaintance of the Duke of 
Bridge­ 
water, w*ho had constructed a^jrolit- 
able waterway connecting the Trent 
and Mersey, and as the result of this 
acquaintance, Fulton, in 
1796, 
pub­ 
lished a treatise on the importance o f 
canal navigation in which he 
fore­ 
casted the 
great 
development 
of 
American w*aterways. 
Fulton sent a 
copy of this treatise 
to /President 
Washington, who acknow’ledged 
its 
receipt in a flattering note. 
The year 1817 w*as the greatest in 
all Fulton’s career. The launching of 
the Clermont and her successful pas­ 
sage from New* York up the Hudson 
to Albany and back was sufficient to 
make his name iniinortid, but in addi­ 
tion to this achievement he at this 
time proiTOsed the building of the big 
Erie canal. The proposition was con­ 
tained in a letter which Fulton wrote 
to Albert Gallatin, then secretary of 
the treasury, who had applied to the 
inventor for information intended as 
a supplement to a report to congress 
on the matter of public roads and ca­ 
nals.

Time has softened much of the criti­ 
cism which followed the building of 
the Clermont, and today Fulton is 
universally 
acknowledged 
as 
the 
father of steam navigation. 
Steam­ 
boats w*ere heard of as far back as 
the middlle of the sixteenth century, 
when a Spaniard. Beiasco de Gary, is 
reported to have propelled a vessel 
by steam in the harbor of Barcelona. 
Writers on steam navigation, 
how­ 
ever, are inclined to give the honor 
of the first attempt at steaniboating 
to Papin, who published his ideas in 
1690. giving a crude plan of a paddle 


which plied between New York ani 
New Haven. 
In these days wnen the use of sub­ 
marine vessels in warfare receives so 
much attention, it is w*orthy of note 
that more than a century ago Fulton 
built and operated a submarine w*ar 
vessel, the Nautilus, with which he

The Catholics In Paris Were On 
Saturday. 


CONSIDERABLE EXCITEMENT. 


Believing Cardinal Richard Was Be­ 
ing Attacked a Great Throng 
Soon Gathered. 


Paris, Dec. 1 5 .—The cabinet today 
completed 
the amendment 
to the 
church and state separation law' of 
1901, which probably will be introduc­ 
ed in parliament this evening. 
In order to avoid the appearance of 
persecution, it has been definitely de­ 
cided not to press the question of 
treating recalcitrant priests as sub­ 
jects of a foreign power until it is 
clearly demonstrated that the church 
is systcipaticaliy resisting the law'. 
As Cardinal Richard, archbishop of 
Paris, says he is ill, it also has been 
decided to allow' him to depart at liis 
own pleasure. Nevertheless, formal 
notice was served on the archbishop 
this afternoon as he was surrounded 
by his vicars and other clergymen. 
After reading 
the summons 
the 
archbishop announced that he would 
not yield ex cept to force, whereupon 
the officer who served the summons 
■'•ed, saying that he would report 
I 
nis superiors. 
In the meantime a rumor spread 
that the archbishop was being ex | e!i- 
r»(i from the palace, and about 
Catholics, including many priests, hur­ 
ried to the court yard of the palace to 
defend the primate.*
